I hereby submit my annual report as public health 
nurse for the year beginning January 1, 1942 and end- 
ing December 31, 1942.

Several visits were made to each school during the 
year. Following the health inspcetion numerous home 
visits were made because of defects found of vrsion, 
hearing, teeth or throats. Aid and advice was given the 


parents regarding necessary corrections. Other visits 


were made to homes of school children, absent from 
school at the time of health inspection because of illness. 


One case referred to the nurse was investigated in 
the home and at the offjce of the family physician be- 
cause of suspected communicable disease in a family of 
school children. Reports were made to ‘the interested 


authorities regarding the case. 
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A case of suspected tuberculosis was reported and 
visits made to the home. Later chest X-rays showed 
no evidence of ‘the disease. 


Guarding our health is a contribution to the War 
effort. To correct existing physical defects and to 
make available preventive measures against communi- 
cable diseases 13 a civic duty.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of Acton, I herewith submit the annual re- 
port of schools: 


Acton has 109 young people between 'the ages of five 
and twenty-one; 55 boys and 54 girls. Of this number 
55 are registered in ‘the elementary schools of the town 
as follows: Acton Corner, 18; Riverside, 17; South Ac- 
ton, 20. Of the 12 secondary pupils attending high 
schools and academies outside of town, there are two 
at Lebanon Academy, three at Nute High School, and 
seven at Sanférd High School. 


The following pupils have not been absent during 
the first half of the school year: Ralph Burpee, Anthony 
Henry, Harold Henry, Gertrude Hutchins, Ruby Hutch- 
ins, Margie Mee, Nancy Mee, Grace Winchell, 


Due to the failure to maintain an average attend- 
ance of eight, Fox Ridge School was automatically 
closed last June. This partially accounts for the larger 
than usual balance found in the financial statement. 
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Electric lights have been installed in the three 
schools which are now being maintained. All three of 
these bulidings should be painted a lighter color inside 
to improve lighting conditions. The Riverside and 
South Acton schools would also benefit from exterior 
painting. These necessary repairs should be made in so 
far as war time restrictions on labor and material will 
allow. 


An acute shortage of teachers exists throughout 'the - 
country, especially in Maine. Acton has felt its effect. 
On the resignation of Miss Marion Lowd, Acton Corner 
School was closed for two weeks. This time will be 
made up if possible. 


During last year more than 1,000 Maine teachers 
left for military service or for better paying positions 
elsewhere. A recent bulletin of the Maine Teachers’ As- . 
sociation makes the following statement regarding sal- 
aries of Maine teachers: “During the past year over 
one-fourth of the teachers in the sta'te received less than 
$750 a year or less than $15 a week for the 52 weeks the 
teacher eats. Remember, too, that a teacher must spend 
from two to four years in preparation and must rather 
frequently attend summer school. Many business es- 
tablishments pay more and require less.” 


The present legislature ts now considering a bill to 
establish a minimum salary of $720. This bill would 
give the towns $190 per teaching position rather than 
the present $100 in the apportionment of the State 
School Fund. The bulletin already quoted says in this 
connection: “Equality of opportunity of education is one 
of the goals of American Democracy which we can and 
should more nearly achieve. If towns cannot furnish 
reasonably good education for their children, the State 
should help to see that every youngster has his chance. 
This is America at her best.” 
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In regard to Maine’s ability to support education, 
statistics show that in wealth Maine stands 23rd among 
the states, in appropriations for education, 39th. More- 
over, state funds are declining. The years 1932-1942 
show a decline of $463,000. To make matters worse, 
running expenses are unavoidably higher. Maine faces 
a serious situation. 


During the year the schools have been required ‘to 
assume many new duties imposed by the war. The mat- 
ter of rationing is but one of these. I should be ne- 
glecting an obligation, if I did not before closing, ex- 
press my keen appreciation not only to the teachers and 
the School Board, but to the citizens who have gener- 
ously given of their time and effort in this and other 
matters.
